To Prohibit 
Heavy Trucks 
During Thaw 

A protection to the condition of the 

unpaved roads In Lake county during 

tho thawing season was discussed at 

a recent meeting of all the highway 

odlclals at the Chamber of Commerce 

rooms In Waukegan, when they put a 

weight embargo on all but the paved 
state highways for the next 30 days 
and If tho frost Is not out of the 
ground and the roads dried up, the 
embargo will be continued for anoth- 
er 30 days. 

During the spring of the year the 
wear and tear on unpaved roads is 
greater than at any othftr time and 
when heavy trucks travel over tho 
roads while they are soft, the damage 
done the roads costs hundreds of dol- 
lars to repair. 

At tho meeting Wednesday it was 
voted to limit tho weight of all truck 
loads traveling over tho unpaved 
roads and a heavy line has been fixed 
to be charged against ail violators. A 
truck with hard rubber tires must not 
weigh more, Including the load, than 
8,000 pounds and trucks with pneu- 
matic tires, including load weight, 
must not weigh more than 10,000 lbs. 
This is a very reasonable limit as 
other counties In this vicinity have 
cut the weight limit to 6,000 pounds 
regardless of kind of tires used. 

Tlie township highway commission- 
ers have been given power to make 
arrests and' with the sheriff's depu- 
ties working in the county, it will bo 
very dlfllcnlt for violators to get by 
without arrest. Violators will be 
forced to pay a lieavy line which will 
be used to repair the damage done 
the unpaved roads by tho heavy 
trucks. 

Just as soon as the frost Is out of 
the ground and the roads have dried 
up and are again hard and solid, tho 
embargo will bo removed and truck- 
ing will be resumed as during tho 
Slimmer months. 

The embargo plan for early spring 
was triod out last year and proved 
very successful In that tho unpaved 
roads were in much better condition 
last summer than they have been for 
n\any years previous. 



Big strides are being made In Wis- 
consin in the fonnatlon of a cooper- 
ative marketing company. The Bur- 
eiiu of Markets and the other rural 
state departments have been ap- 
proached to help in the organization 
work. Tho new company will form 
under the Sapiro plan and contracts 
are being signed up for a period of 
five years.

When Mr. Runyard consented to 
make the race for state's attorney ho 
was assured that he would be the sole 
opponent of A. V. Smith, the incum- 
bent. Since that time four other can- 
didates have entered the Held.

How- 
ever, this policy of yours causes no 
Immediate surprise, as It Is In line 
with a great many other actions done 
and taken against the general detri- 
ment of shippers and the public pat- 
ronizing your road. 

As to the Illinois Fuel & Mining 
Company, who load and ship consid- 
erable fuel wood, sawdust, etc., from 
Gresham, Shawano, White Lake, Wla. 
and other competing points, it will be 
our policy to reciprocate in diverting 
all this business vlaNorthwestern and 
SLPaul to Chiago and perhaps with 
the aid of other shippers, you may, bo 
brought to realize that the general 
public certainly has some rights rela- 
tive, to the elimination of certain 
privileges.

By reference of our Chicago repre- 
sentative, Mr. Smeed, I have your 
letter of Feb. Sth voicing a protest 
against our action in changing ten 
and twenty-live ride commutation 
tickets effective February 1st. 

At the outset, permit me to say that 
your letter is .somewhat of a surprise 
and it occurs to me that It must have 
boon resulted form a misunderstand- 
ing of tho circumstances. We havo 
not witlulrawn commutation fares 
nor In any way changed the rates 
therefore. Wc have merely changed 
the honoring ari'ungemunts, rcciulring 
that such tickets be good only for 
transportation of tho individual pur- 
chaser Instead of "bearer." 

In explanation of our action I will 
say it was not to comply with any 
order of the Interstate Cominorce 
Commission or the Illinois Public 
Utilities Commission but was prompt- 
ed by a desire to coiTect or over- 
come an evil which has been practic- 
ed by tho use of. these "bearer" tick- 
ets for some years. 

It is a well known fact In tho 
(•ago Surburbau district that these 
commutation tickets havo been sub- 
jected to mnnipulation by many un- 
scrupulous persona lo defeat our local 
paHsenger rates for an occasional 
trip to and from Chicago by tho sale 
or purchase of coupons from those 
bearer tickets. This manipulation 
was Increasing to such an extent that 
practically all of our local travel In

The Apostle's Creed 



"From thence ho shall come to 
Judge the tpiick and the dead." 

I would advise you not to read thlB 
artich.'S. It will he hard work. It 
deals with the weason for the above 
phase of the creed. It explains what 
that phase means; and perhaps you 
would prefer to repeat the phraec 
•without understanding what It means. 
We must look at three historical 
movements before wo can understand 
these words of the creed. First, the 
Prophetic movenvent, then the Priest- 
ly movement, which tillowed the pro- 
phetic, and thirdly, the Apocalyptic 
niovemcnt which came last as a re- 
vola from the pries'.'.y, or Icfralistic 
movement. 

The nropheta wer-j preaeherrf who 
preached to their own day, the gospel 
of rlgiiteousnesa, and of a God who 
would. In spite of all obstacles, bring 
His kingdom upon the earth. They 
saw their own hopes tliwarted, hut 
they never gave up hopes that In 
God's good time His will would be 
done on Earth. In the eighth, seven- 
th, and sixth centrules the great 
prophctc preached. The exile camo 
In 5SG n. C. and during that lime and 
after .the priestly code and the priest- 
ly order came to the front, and the 
legalistic order camo to take the 
place of the prophetic. In fact, the 
priests, got such a strong foot-hold 
that they would not admit that an- 
other prophet could or would ever 
come again. As Jesus told the Jews, 
Uiey had persecuted the prophets, al- 
ways. Most of the persecutions had 
been since the Kxile. because the 
priestly parly would not run any 
risk of having a prophet Intorforo 
with their po.siliou of leadership. The 
priestly or legalistic position was bas- 
ed on the keeping of the law. 
■ the law and that was all. Only thru 
the law conhi you find God. After a 
■while this got too tamo for lots of 
the people and they struggled for a 
better way. They gradually lost the 
prophets hope of an eventual coming 
of God's kingdom on earth, but that 
seomed to make God a liar; so to 
Justify God for all of Ills promises, 
thoy camo to the conclusion that If 
His kingdom could not come here, .It 
would come hereafter, and thus the 
Idea and faith In a Heaven came Into 
existence not much more than three 
hundred years before Jesus. At llrflt 
It was the happy thought that grow 
out of the dlspalr for this world.

At one town on our line, wo j 
found that oven the Post MaHter was , 
Helling comniutation coupons In this 
manner. At another point, invcsti- 1 
gation disclosed that one oC our own | 
employees was guilty of tho same 
manipulation. | 

Accordingly, to stamp out this | 
dangerous and illegal abuse of the ! 
"hearer" privileKo, we decided to re- 
place the "bearer" form of ticket with 
an "Individual" ten and twenty-nve 
ride ticket and we still feel that our 
action was entirely Justillod, especial- 
ly since It involved no change In the 
per-ride rates so' far as the bona fide 
commuter was concerned. 

These commutation faros wore orig- 
inally eslahlished primarily to accom- 
odate and encourage bona fide Subur- 
ban travel and then extended to 
Northern Illinois and Southern Wis- 
consin in order to henoftt the fre- 
quent traveler to and from Chicago. 
The rales are , still available to any in- 
divilual who Is making ten trips (or 
live round trips) between Chicago 
and our Illinois stations. I believe 
you will agree that the person who is 
not traveling to the extent of ten 
trips within a year could hardly be 
considered a comnuiter or entitled to 
a commutation rate. 

May I at this time point out that In 
contrast to the* basic Care of 3.G cent 
per mile proscribed by the Interstate 
Commerce CommLssion as the fare 
which should obtain for transporta- 
tion pussengers generally the com- 
mutation rates in question, arc as low 
as 1 cent per mile and do not in any 
case exceed l.S cent per mile. 

It was expected that our action 
would provoke same (II feeling among 
tho class of people whose activities 
wore directly rcsponalblo for the 
change. Wo did not, however, anti- 
cipate any protest from bona fide 
commuters !n view' of the reasons 
given as justifying our action, which 
arc apparently quite well known, and 
I might say that yours is tho first 
criticism we have received. I believe, 
however, that you were laboring un- 
der a slight misapprehension, possi- 
bly mistaking our action as a com- 
plete withdrawal of commutation 
fares. * 

However, with this explanation, I 
feel sure that you will appreciate the 
reasonableness of our position in this 
matter and I sincerely hope for a con- 
tinuance of the friendly relations 
which have existed between our re- 
spective Companies.

Is Discussed 



New Patrol 
Roads Through 
McHenry County 



Elimlnattoii of tUo worst stretch 
of road on Grand avenue between 
Wnukogan and Fox Lake— the iiloco 
at the Giirnco subway— was discuss- 
ed at n Joint meotiuR of the road 
ami bridge comiuitteo and the iln- 
ance group oE the board of suiier- 
viaors at tho oftice of Charles E. 
nuascll. county auperlntondent of 
highways last Thursday. 

The stretch of road under tho sub- 
way and to both sides of It is about 
1100 feet long and has proven to be 
the hardest trial (or joy riders, pic- 
nic parties and business men who 
drive Into tho country. In the wot 
weather the stretch Is almost Im- 
passable and delays trafflc consider- 
ably. 

The cost of paving the stretch la 
estimated at about $7,000. The ques- 
tion of paving camu up before the 
county board at its last meeting and 
-was referred to the two committees 
which met yesterday. No dellnite 
action was taken by tho two bodies, 
but recommendations wore drawn 
up which will be presented to the 
board when It meets, on Saturday, 
March 29. 

Paving of the now stretch leading 
to tho now bridge will not be made 
for a couple of years as grading is 
now going on and the road will have 
to settle for awhile. 

When the Gurnoo stretch Is paved 
it will make a coniptote concrete 
highway between Waukogan and 
Fox Lake and Waukcgan and tho 
state line.

Club boys with an ostate of Sl.OOO 
or more now number in one Mary- 
land county over 90. according to re- 
ports to the United States department 
of agriculture. The holdings consist 
of livestock which t^ey are feeding 
and managing or crops they are pro- 
ducing under the guidance of their 
agricultural extonalon agents, togethe- 
er with money In tho banks which 
they have realized from their club 
■work. These young fanners range In 
age from about 14 to 19 years. One 
boy has holdings estimated worth 
about 53,500: two others are nearlng 
that mark. 



The new County Patrol roads add- 
ed to the system by tho board of su- 
pervisors of McHenry county at its 
last session,, includes the road from 
Ueed's corners In Greenwood, north 
through Hebron to tho Wisconsin 
line: the road starting just north ot 
Crystal Lake through RtdgencUl 
north past the Walkup corner and 
coul Inning to Songer'a corners In 
Gf-'enwood, connecting Route 19 be- 
tween Crystal Lake and lUdgelleld 
with Route 20 at Senger's corner, 
the east and west road in Hartiand 
from tho Alden-Woodstock road 
over McCarthy's crossing to the 
Harvard-Wooilstocl^ road ; from thti 
Kvcrgreen school house In Seneca, 
west to the Ilarvard-Marengo road; 
Three short pieces of road north 
west and south from Union to con- 
nect with the Grant highway and 
the Woodatock-Marengo road ; from 
McHenry on tho east side of Fox 
river south-east past Griswold'a lake 
to Wauconda: from tho Five Corn- 
ers in Coral west to a point on tho 
Genoa-Marengo road; from Algon- 
quin over the river on the county 
line east toward Barrington : also 
two short pieces, one east of Spring 
Grove and one north of Richmond. 

Under the present law the county 
designates additional roads as Coun- 
ty Patrol roads. Formerly they were 
new doaignation is better under- 
stood. The law provides that the 
State and County roads combined 
shall not exceed twenty-live percent 
of the total mileage In the county. 
This means al)out 250 miles In Mc- 
Henry county. 

The County Patrol roads are un- 
der the control of a road and bridge 
committee of the board of supen-ls- 
ora and under the supervision of 
County Highway Commissioner C. 
L. Trj-on. These County Patrol 
roads are blocked off In stretches of 
about ten miles each, with a patrol- 
man in charge. They are maintain- 
ed and improved by taxation levied 
by the county, and Include the most 
important and much traveled roads 
in the county not heretofore desig- 
nated as State roads.

Preventing Smut In Grains 

Stinking amut of wheat, covered 
amut of barley and amut of oata can 
ho prevented by a very almplo and 
Inexpensive method. 

1 — Spread tho seed to he treated on 
a clean floor or canvas. 

2 — Mix 1 pint of 40 percent forma- 
dehyde In 35 gallons of water and use 
the mixture to sprinkle the seed. Use 
1 gallon oE the solution for each bush- 
el of grain. 

3— Shovel the grain over several 
times to make auro that all tho ker- 
nola are wot. 

4— Place the grain In a pile and 
cover with a canvas or tarpaulin for 
two hours. 

5— Then spread out tho grain no 
that It will dry quickly. 

When dried It can he drilled In and 
chances are your Held will bo free 
from amut unleas the smut aporea 
come in from some other Held or from 
the soil where they may have lived 
through the winter. If tho seed la 
swelled very much after being treated 
you may have to set the drill to seed 
more thickly.

Changca made In the fiah and game 
lawa by the last session of the legia- 
lature and rulings by tho state conser- 
vation commlasion of Wlaconain pro- 
vide for a closed aeuHon on all game 
flab from March 1 to June 1 and for 
the nrst timo hluegills, crappies perch 
and bullheads aro claascd as game 
flsh. 

This means that early, spring fish- 
ing for these last four named fiah Is 
now prohibited, It being unlawful to 
catch them until Juno 1. 

The season for trout of any variety 
opens May 1 and tho dally bag limit 
is twcnty-flvc. 

The seaaon for black baaa opens 
June 15 and the dally bag limit la ten. 
On all other game fiah tho season 
opens June 1, there being no aizo lim- 
it, but with the following bag limit: 
Muakellunge 1, pike 10, pickerel 15. 
rock bass 30, white basa 50, bullheads 
30 pounds. 

There ia no closed season on suck- 
ers, carp or rodhorse. 

Game fish la defined by tho conser- 
vation commission Include baas of all 
varielles, muakelungc, pike, pickerel, 
bullheads, perch, bluegill.'i, sunlinah, 
crappie, roach, all varletltos of trout 
oauglit in inland watora, whitcllah, 
herring or cIsco caught In inland 
^^■ators.
